The allies disarmament note was com- 
municated to Perlin early in the day at 
Chancellor Fehrenbach'’s request, with <he 
decision that it be submitted to the Reich- 
stag and leaders of all the parties, wheth- 
er eupporters of the government or ithe 
opposition, Herr Fehrenbach asked for 
the view of the Reichstag and the party 
leaders but said that the decision would 
rest with the cabinet now at Spa, 

Private negotiations are reported to be 
going on tonight between; Premiers Li yd 
George and Millerand on ‘the other hanc, 
and Dr, Simons, for the Germans, but this 
could not be clearly established, Dr. St- 
mons left the cabinet meeting shortly be- 
fore it ended, It was stated that he 
had gone to meet the allied premiers, 

Final Decision of Allies 

The final decision of ¢he allies sets 
forth: : 

First—Germany must immediately dis- 
arm certain of its forces, inclnding the 
security police, 

Secondly—Publishing a preclamation 
asking for the “tmmediate surrender of 
all. weapons, and. firearms inthe herds 
of the etviNan population, 

Thirdty—Abolish' immediately compul 
sory setvice. 

Fourthly—Surrende? to the allies all 
arms, guns and cannon which it posseses 
above the limit fixed by the treaty of 
Versuilles, 

The allied decision concerning disarma- 
ment reads} 

“If on October 1st, the German army 1s 
not reduced to 150,000 men, tho allies will 
proceed to eccupy German territory in the 
ftuhr or any other part of the German ter- 
ritory and will not evacuate it until all 
the conditions of the present agreement 
have been fulfilled,” 

BPA, July &—Premler Lloyd George, on 
behalf of the allies, offered the Germans, 
Thursday afternoon, to extend to October 
1, the time for f@e reduction of the Ger- 
man army to 150,000 men, and until Janu- 
ary: 1, 1921, to the 100,000 men provided 
by the Versailles treaty, and also to al- 
low the Germans to retain certain troops 
in the neutral zone temporarily, 

The Germans were given until noon, 
Friday, to reply whether they 
formally accept the allied terms,

In the meantime, gossip adds a few more 
thames to the list of probables, Hector 
McInnes Is now spoken of aa a possibility 
for Nova Scotia, while S, BK. Bilkin and 
R. W. Wigmore are favored from New 
Erunswick, Rumors that several of the 
cabinet ministers would shorily resign are 
flatly contradicted in official circles, 


TORONTO, July 8—Ontario liberals who 
Joined the Union government are disposed 
to follow the Meighen banner, according 
to reports published in the Star today. 

T'wo of them (Huma Cronyn, of Lon- 
don, and Dr. R. J. Manion, of Fort wil. 
liam), are mentioned as cabinet poasibill- 
tles and the others intimated that they 
will give the Meighen government al 
least a “independent support.” 

Hon, William Charlton M.P., for Nor- 
folk, a veteran in public life, said:

Whole Question of Wheat Trading 
to Be Discussed at 'Peg

WINNIPEG, July 8,—The whole 
question of wheat trading in Canada, 
in view of the announcement of the 
opening of the United States grain 
exchanges on July 15th, is under care- 
ful consideration by the council of 
the Winnipég grain exchange, J. B. 
Botterel, president, stated today. 

All branches of the grain and flour 
trades were being invited to eend 
representatives to a conference with 
the executive committee of the grain 
exchange eat an early date for the 
purpose of determining the conditions 
under which the machinery of the 
grain exchange could best be put at 
the service of the country for the 
handling of the 1920 wheat crop. 

‘There now seems no probability

wheat crop,” Mr, Botterel safd, ‘‘there- 
fore the Winnipeg grain exchange ia 
proceeding energetically with plans 
for the safe and efficient handling of 
the Canadian crop for which the pros- 
pects are #o favorable.”

CANADIAN BANKS: 
HAVE SEEN GREAT 
GROWTH IN YEAR 


Record of All Round Expansion 
Is Revealed in Their Recent 
Statements 


“London, July 7--(Canadian Aeso- 
ciated Press)—The Canadian Banks 
have seen great expansion in their 
business during the past year or so, 
says the financial editor of the Times. 
Profits have advanced, though not al- 
ways in proportion to the striking ad- 
vance/shgwn in tae turnover, and 
while some of the difficulties fore- 
shadowed for the period succeeding 
the cessation of hostilities have been 
encountered. Others have proved of 
much less importance than many of 
the dominion bankers had anticipa- 
ted, Like the Bank of: Montreal, and 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
the Merchants’ Bank of Canada ‘s 
able to show a record of all-around 
expansion in its latest accounts. 

The general manager was decided- 
ly cautious in his survey of the com- 
mercial situation at tre general meet- 
ing and it is clear that conditions in 
Canada at the present time have in 
common with those on this side of the 
Atlantic. Production lags painfully 
and labor difficulties abound, and the 
work of restdring war's ravages must 
be protected In these circumstances, 
however wel] the first stage has been 
surmounted. The period of inflation 
has come to an end and it is unwise 
to anticipate a continuance of the rate 
of expansion recorded in the past ten 
years,

From one point of view, the 
agrarian movement may be regarded 
as an expression of the new Liberal- 
fem which is the outcome of protest 
against reactionary methods and 
measures of the war period. In this 
particular it is not unlike the Labor 
movement, the members of which at 
present are working in combination 
with the farmer. In many reapects 
the Farmer and [abor platforms re- 
semble that of the Liberal party, 
though both are more extreme, and 
contain some radical proposals not to 
be’ found. in the Liberal program. 
Both insist on maintaining their own 
organizations, and working along their 
own lines. 

The policy of the Liberal party, as 
revised in the Nght of changed con- 
ditions, since the war, was outlined at 
the National Liberal convention held 
at Ottawa on Augus: 5, 6 and 7, 1919.

it declares in favor of graduated taxes 
on business profits, income and luxur- | 
fes. ‘In this particular it marks an | 
important advance over the existing | 
method of raising most of the revenue 
by indirect taxation. } 

The Liberal convention accepted in | 
their entirety as a part of the Tjheral 
platform the terms of the Labor con- 
vention and genera! principles asso- 
|clated with the League of Nations, and 
incorporated in the conditions of 
peace, it being understood that this 
acceptance was made in the epirit in 
which the terms of the Labor conven- 
}tion had been framed, and tiat appli- 
|cation of the principles was to be in 
j}so far as the special circumstances of 
the country would permit. | 

A return to responsible government |

tory and giving themselves up be- 
cause they would not figat their Rus- 
sian brothers, it was mever thought 
that Canadlang woulg have the 
portunity of seeing these troops that 
had so distinguished taemselves, 
During the past few weeks, more 
than 10,000 of these stalwart well dis- 
ciplined Czecho-Slovak soldiers have 
passed through Canada en route from 
Viadivostok to their homes in Bo- 
iemia (Czecho-Slovakia), These 
highly trained and seasoned veterans 


of modern warfare have jbeen decor- | 


ated with the military orders of all 


the allied countries and ithe stories of | 


their adventures during the past 8'x 
years, in their effort to regain their 
nation.uood, is one that gives inspira- 
tion to the rather wearied citizen sur- 
rounded with the disturbing effects of 


‘a reconstruction period. 


Conscripted into the Austrian army, 
they were sent to the ‘borders of 
Galicia to fight. In the army facing 


‘them were men who Gad worked side 


by side with them on their farms and 
In their cities. They ‘were fighting 
business associates, old school friends 
and sometimes even relatives. They 
whenever opportunity 
offered. ‘That this was not because of 
fear or lack of courage, their conduct 
since then and the decorations on 
their breasts will prove. 

However, true brotherly love was 
not extended to them by ‘their Rus- 
sian brothers. Hundreds of thousands 
of the Bohemian soldiers surrendered

If there is one place in Canada 
where fishing'is good, and not only 
good but reliable, it is the Laurentian 
Mountains, and especially those sec- 
tions lying north of Montreal, along 
the Labelle line of the C.P.R., run- 
ning from Montrea! to Mont Laurier. 
The district is the natural original 
home of the speckled trout, and has 
been famed for a century or more 
for its good fishing. While it is 
more famous for “truite rouge” as 
the French Canadians call the trout, 
those who have a taste for the lusty 
bass can find lakes where this gamey 
fish abound, while other lesse> mem- 
bers of the finy tribe are abundant. 

But after all it is the speckled 
trout or the base that most good 
GQshermen want, both for their aport- 
fag qualities, and for their other 
Deauties when broiled over a camp 
fire with @ bit of bacon they make a 
meal to delight the heart of any rea- 
sonable man, let alone a hungry 
fisherman, 

One great advantage of thie fehing 
Mistrict is its accessibility, pome J

the lakes being so close to the rail- 
way that one can step off the cars 
into a cence and be Ashihg within 
fifteen minutes from leaving the 
train, There are few such fishing 
lakes anywhere with equal pos- 
sibilities for getting to them within 
a couple Sf hours, By leaving the 
Montreal station on the morning 
train it is possible to get to even the 
most distant point in the fishing sec- 
tions of the Laurentians by noon. 

Many of the lakes are preserved 
as private property by fishing clubs, 
but there are hundreds of others 
that are free to any fisherman of the 
Province of Quebec, while a smal! 
fee has to be paid for the privilege 
by visitors from ether countries, The 
fishing lakes begin at Shawbridge, at 
the foevhills of the Laurentians, and 
continue some 75 miles or more, to 
Mont Laurier, past the height of 
land, where the waters of the lakes 
hurry down the slopes to the 
Gatineau valley. 

Through this extensive district 
every kind of fishing can be had. 
The enthusiastic fisherman, who 
loves to whip the streams for brook 
trout, can find literally thousands of 
small streams and little Jakes where 
he can cast his flies with reasonable 
certainty of a good catch. The more 
leisurely fisherman who prefers to 
get to some shady point and still fish 
from his boat can get every kind of 
this sport he wants, wie in the 
larger lakes there are plenty of big- 
ger fish, both square tails and lake 
treut, which are caught by trolling. 
If one kind of fishing does not work 
the other can be tried, and it is ex- 
ceptional to secure a failure if one 
goes to the right place. 

Of course some of the more easy 
lakes have been pretty well fished
